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With this book, folders will learn how to create 15 different models. The models are 
designed to perform a coordinated amphibious assault, and are designed to be func¬ 
tional. Ships will float, jets will fly, transformers will transform, and the missiles can be 
attached to various craft. I recommend using foil paper and then spray painting the 
finished models to waterproof them. A high skill level is needed in order to properly fold 
the models in this book, as they are very complex. I hope that you enjoy this book and 
building your own strike force!
